Ottawa early in. November a conference & representatives of the Federal 

. Government and of all the Provincial Governments at which consideration 
will be given to the many questions affecting the interests and rights of the 
Dominion and its several provinces. This conference will be attended by the 
Dominion Prime Minister and some of his cplleagues ‘and by all nine 
Provincial Premiers who in each ‘case ‘Will be accompanied by Cabinet 
colleagues. 

The object of this round table conference is, ‘of course, “to discuss 

«problems common to all and endeavor to find satisfactory solutions, to adjust 
any differences now existing, to try and harm@nize conflicting laws, eliminate 
overlapping in administration, and; in general, to study the finaiicial 

: requirements of the several governmental units. In a word, it. is .co- 
operation for the good of all Canada. Its importance, therefore, does not 
call for any special emphasis. 

This conference of Canadian Premiers i$ designed to’ accomplish | for 
Canada something similar to what the recent Imperial Conference at London 
accomplUshed for the Empire as-a whole. For example, the exact status of 

. the Dominion and its several Provinces in regard to certain subjects requires 
to be clarified. There is now’ conflict of authority in matters. of Company 
law, incorporation and tegulation, including. licensing of companies, Gas 
insurance matters particularly there is more or less confusion. * 

“Again, most ofthe Provinces are anxious to exercise strict supervision

“The main problem now is to find 
a suitable ener! to vale an ~ anti- 
toxin. » 

“Tid only animal which takes the 
disease appears to be the monkey,” 
sald Dr. Aycock, “and tite. latter's 
mortality ig so high that it is an 
unsatisfactory* Bubject. When the 
proper animal for serum purposes is 
located, infantile paralysis: will. be 
controlled.” * : 

“Dr. Aycock pointed out, that a 
somewhat similar problem confronted 
sclence when. the diphtheria germ was 
firstdsolated and finally it was found 
diphtherla serum could be made from 
the: blood of ‘the horse. 

“The infantile paralysis germ is 
too small to be detected even by the 
most powerful microscope,” -Dr. Ay- 
cock said, “but its presence. was 
proved by evidence of growth. He 
denied that an infantile « paralysis 
epidemic existed. He pointed out 


that in Massachusetts there has been |- 


one-fourth the number of cases re- 
ported this year as compared to 1916.

Has Fairly Warm Climate 


Over Sixty Deyrees 

Not many years ago it was thought 
that the temperature of Mars was too 
low to’ support life. But by an ingen- 
jous device for measuring the temper- 
ature of the planet, it has been found 
that even in the Polar regions the 
temperature rise’ to well over freez- 
ing point. The temperature at: the 
equator of Mars is almost that of a 


clear sunny-spring day on earth inthe |. 


‘latitude of New York, or between ‘60 
and 70 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Photographs taicen in — infra-red, 
yellow, and ultra-violet ght seem to 
show that the planet has an. atmos- 
phere of considerable depth, though 


‘|}much rarer than that of the earth. 


Other observations show that the 
density of the surface atmosphere of 
Mars cannot be greater than it is 
eleven miles above the surface of ‘our 
own planet. , 

While Mars ean be eheerved to ad- 
vantage by the telescope only in al- 
ternate years, and ‘then -for only a 
few months at a time, Jupiter can 
be observed all the,year round, al- 
ways presenting an interesting sub- 
ject of study, except for a few weeks 
when it is too near the sun to be seen 
to advantage. 

Jupiter has many, curious Aight and 
dark belts that lie parallel to its equa- 
tor and seem to be formed of denser 
yapours ‘than their surroundings. The 
planet is spinning round on its axis 
once. every 9 hours 50 minutes at its 
equator and every 9 hours 55 minutes 
‘in its higher latitudes. Objects at the 
equator are carried round at the rate 
of 30,000 miles an hour, or eight miles 
a second compared with 1,000 miles 
an hour, at the earth’s equator.

the fire died, down within Elijah’s soul, 
the situation in Israel seeming hope- 
less, He sought a cave on Mount

|heart", There ‘is nothing unreal in 
his meeting thére with God, for “the 
prophet’s owh souly inspired by the

here, Elijah?” Should he answer that 
he had run away from Jezebel? That 
jhe was utterly discouraged, and had 
perhaps purposed giving up lis work

especially “the mount of God?” “| 

“The first step in waitisg upon God | 
is always self-examination, the uncov- 
ering of our inmost heart, the laying 
ourseives naked before. Gad’s eyes: 
His Spirit cannot breathe itself. into 
us while we are preoccupied with mo- 
tives of our own. The soul must first 
be swept clear by confession. What 
doest thou, hear; Biijah?. Examine 
yoursellf; review your life; face the 
facts, facis without and, facts with- 
in; know yourself; and then when 
all subterfuge, all’ sabtle hypocrisy, 
all self-delusion is done away, the 
ear may at length be open to hear the 
voice; not of your oWn will, but of 
God's.” 

Elijah could honestly answer that 
he had been very jealous for Jehovah, 
the God of hosts.

Ex-Kaiser Predicts 
More Terrible War 


Still Asserts He Could Show World 
the Way To Peace 

. Former Kaiser “Wilhelm foresces 
another war in 1937; he told a corres- 
pondent of the Copenhagen “Dagens 
Nyheder” in an interview in which he 
asserted he could show the world the 
road to peace. . 

Wilhelm evidently has slight re- 
gard for the League of Nations, which 
he gays is either blind or blindfolded. 
The League delegates, he compares 
with children riding wild horses — 
they might be thrown off the next mo- 
ment. 

“IT am even certain that many of 
those powers talking about disarm- 
ament do so in order to inspire 
greater confidence, thus disguising 
their purposes” said the former Em- 
peron, “According to my opinion,: we 
shall go through another and more 
awful war at the latest in 1937, a war 
which will last only a few days and 
possibly only ‘a few hours. 

“In the same moment. that war is 
proclaimed giant fleets of airplanes, 
airships and U-boats will’be informed 
by wireless.. Merchantmen will be 
destroyed immediately and a nation 
unprepared for it will be exterminat- 
ed within forty-eight hours. On land 
and sea new and pernicious gas and 
explosives unknown in Germany wil] 
be employed and annihilate the weak- 
er nations within ‘a thoment.’” 

The former Kaiser maintains that | 
he is surrounded by spies with or- 
ders to prevent him from “endanger- 
ing the world,” and-regrets being un- 
able to return’as a sovereign to teach 
the world how permanent peace might 
| be secured. 

“But as things now are there will 
always be wars,” Wilhelm conclud- 
ed. “I cold show the road to peace, 
but the world prefers regarding me 
jas a scapegoat to consulting me as 
an adviser.”
